R. N. Berrien, charged with em- 
hezzling funds of the state entrusted 
to him in his handling of school war- 
rarts, made his statement to the jury 
Thursday afternoon. It was a total 
denial of any crime, of having fled 
from any crime, or of having had fore- 
knowledge that criminal charges would 
be brought against him. He charged 
that an Atlanta bank’s clerical error 
had caused his financial embarrass- 
ments and thet that same bank's en- 
mity has caused his prosecution. On 
this statement he rested his defense. 
He offered not a single witness.

He 
carried numerous documents to the 
stand with him and gave evidence of 
his penchant for figures by reciting 
the number on various checks which 
he exhibited as well as the amounts 
involved. 

He betrayed no nervousness on the 
stand save for continual fussing with 
his papers, which he seemed unable 
to keep in order.

Agreement to submit the Choate 
charter providing for the so-called 
council-director form of government to 
council on April 4 was reached Thurs- 
day afternoon at a: meeting of the joint 
committee of citizens and members of 
council recently appointed to draft a 
new charter for the city of Atlanta. 
Councilman J. R. Nutting and J. O. 
Wood, two members of the committee 
who refused to support the Choate 
plan, announced their intention to file 
a minority report opposing the pro- 
posed charter, but urging that it be} 
submitted te the people with othef 
tentative charters which have been 
suggested. 
The plan adopted by the commit- 
tee is the idea of Herbert E. Choate, 
and provides fcr the separation.of the 
executive and administrative functions 
ok the city government from the | 
lative features, and for the concentra- 
tion of executive respons.bi 
wie — bins 

of Charter. 


It provides for a mayor to hold of- 
fice for four Years, and not to be 
eligible for re-election, and for one 
member of council from each ward. 

Five general departments would be 
created, as fol'ows: Department of 
law, department of finance, depart- 
ment of public safety, department of 
welfare and department of publie 
works, each department to be headed 
by a director appointed by the mayor. 
In a spirited speech Councilman J. 
R. Nutting attacked the Choate plan 
as dangerous and autocratic. He ex- 
pressed the belief that the mayor 
would be given too much authority. 

Councilman J. O. Wodd read to the 
committee a number of proposed 
amendments to the present charter 
which he proposes to introduce in 
council at its next meeting.

borrows on his scrip. 

“In plain language, this adminis- 
tration claims that 5471,000, 000 in the 
pockets of the boys who fought the 
nation’s battles wila bankrupt the 
country. 

“Payment should be made in cash 
direct from the treasury and in that 
manner the billion of dollars with- 
drawn from circulation by the un- 
warranted policies of the federal re- 
serve board would again be put into 
circulation and would contribute enor- 
mously to bringing about a better con- 
dition in the country. 

“To 1 the corporations and 
the profiteers from excess profit tax, 
and the ultra-rich from an increased 
surtax, yor have so drafted title five 
to pay to the bankers of the country 
over $100,000.000 in interest for loan- 
ing to them 50 per cent of the value 
of their treasury scrip. 

“Mr. Speaker, I am heartily in 
favor of a soldiers’ bonus bill, giving 
to the ex-service men the option of

Athens, Ga., March 23.— Plans for 
the government radio station at the 
Htate College of Agriculture were 
taken a step further this afternoon 
when President Andrew M. Soule, of 
the college, and L. L. Hendron, pro- 
fessor of physics at the University of 


Georgia, had a conference with refer - 


ence to the matter. 

Dr. Soule declares that he is confi- 
dent that the station and the course 
will be installed at the college by the 
first of September, and that the course 
will be required ot agricultural stu- 
dents during the coming year. He 
says that he sees radio receiving sta- 
tions on the larger farms within Geor- 
gia during the next few years, as one, 
of the requisites to perfect farming. 

Dr. Soule says that receiving sta- 
tions can be erected for a negligible 
sum, ranging from $50 to $100, and 
that with the course that is to be of- 
fered at the agricultural college, the 
students will be in a position to re- 
ceive messages from all over the coen- 


try. 

That fruit crops in the future may 
be saved through the radio receiving 
stations is the belicf of Dr. Soule, as 
expressed in an interview Thursday.

A long distance record for low- 
power wireless transmiasion. has been 
attributed to Dr. A. F. Bangs an ama- 
teur of San Dicgo, Cal., according to 
a letter from Clifferd J. Dow, opera- 
tor at Wailuki, Maui, 2,300 nautical 
miles from San Diego.

Dr. Bangs is entitled to a record, 
not because of the distance spanned, 
as others have sent further, but be- 
cause of the limited power which. he 
used so successfully. His transmis- 
sion wave length is 200 meters. He 
uses a continuous wave transmitter, 
with three 5-watt vacuum tubes and 
an antenna only fifteen feet above the 
ground. :

A Griffin man bas invented and jat- 
ented a device which he claims, wul 
tfectively rid Georgia ot the boll wee- 
vil, provided the farmers will use it. 
This device was invented by W. B. 
. 5 and is called The Griffin 
Boll Weevil Mover.” 

The invention is in reality two de- 
vices, each of which fits over the plow 
stock as now in general use. The at- 
tachment first used by the farmer is 
a bar about four or five feet in length 
holding two metal cans, each fitted 
with stop cocke, These cans are filled 
with ordinary kerosene oil and the 
cans covered with u cloth bag. The 
oll filters through the cloth as the 
farmer plows his cotton and covers 
the youag cotton plant. 

When the cotton is bolled, the sec- 
ond device is fitted on the plow. This 
device is a long bar of wood from 
which hang wooden blocks several 
inches in length. These blocks are 
uttached to the long bar by heavy 
twine. os the plow passes down the 
cotton row, the blocks brush against 
the cotton.

„It will be remembered,” said Sen- 
ator Watson, “that Mr. Bryan op- 
posed the Spanish-American war and 
then came in a grandstand manner and 
offered his services to President Me- 
Kinley. The president made him a 
colonel and another had to drill him 
for it. He went to Tampa, where he 
fought sand flies and mosquitoes in 
the most heroic manner and then 
when peace was made he came back to 
Washington wearing his uniform and 
succeeded in persuading enough demo- 
cratic senators to vote for the Paris 
treaty to ratify it. 

“One of the senators he persuaded 
was Senator Clay, of rgia, who 
told me on his death bed that he re- 
gretted his vote for the Paris treaty 
more than any other act of his life.

BY R. K. RAMBO. 

The fact that business conditions 
over. the south during the past year 
and a half have shown such a marked 
degree of stability when compared 
with 1 riods of financial de- 
pression has brought interested in- 
quiry and comment from many of the 
country's most ‘eminent statistitians 
and broad-visioned business men. Thi» 
should be a matter of pride to every 
thinking man in this section. 

While the situation—strained as it 
certainly has been—is one over which 
we can all rejoice, even though still 


know specifically some of the facts 
which have contributed to the greater 
stabilization of our business condi- 
tions. Knowing these we will be bet- 
ter prepared to look intelligently into 
the future upon which the permanent 
up-building of the south depends. 
Period of Progress. 

Following the panic of 1873, the 
United States witnessed the most 
wonderful period of railroad building 
in its history, -The south shared with 
the rest of the country in that devel- 
opment.

PASSENGER TRAIN

Washington, March 23.—Striking 
an open switch near Alberta, Va., 60 
miles south of Richmond, the Seaboard 
Air Line’s Midsouth special was de- 
railed early today, five sleepers leav- 
ing the track and turning over. Pas- 
sengers who reported the wreck on 
arriving here shortly before noon said 
no one was seriously injured.

Orders to Search 
All Navy Vessels 
For Liquor Given 


Washington, March 23.—All naval 
vessels except combatant craft arfiv- 
ing at the Hampton Roads naval base 
from foreign ports will be searched 
for “suspicious packages,” under or- 
ders issued by Rear Admiral Rodman, 
commandant of the fifth naval district. 

“Recently cases of liquor have been 
found concealed under the coal in the 


| bunkers and under the ticred chain in 


the chain lockers,” Admiral Rodman's 
setter of instruction said, adding “bills 
of lading and the cargo’ itself should 
be scrutinized for suspicious pack- 
ages.” 

The order directed that where such 
navy ships were compelled to anchor 
in the stream before docking at the 
vase, that “no shore boat“ be allowed 
to approach the ship except such as 
carried authorized government agents, 
and it was further directed that an 
officer be kept constantly on watch 
on each = ageinst liquor smuggling, 
and that additicnal sentries be posted 
in port. 

“The commandant,” the letter said, 
“is determined to prevent the introduc- 
tion of contraband into the United 
States through naval vessels coming 
within his jurisdiction, and upon any 
instance of such coming to his atten- 
tion, the commandant will hold the 
commanding officer himself of the ves- 
sel concerned directly responsible.”

Flogged by Men 
Because of Alleged 
Cruelty to Sister 


Athens, Ga., March 23.—(Special.) 
For alleged cruelty to his sister, Nora 
Kenny, Frank Kenny, of 134 Bryant 
street, says he was taken from his bed 
at 11:45 o'clock Wednesday night 
by a group of masked men, carried 
about three miles into the country to 
a place known as Newton bridge, 
badly beaten with rawhide whips, 
and made to walk back to Athens m 
his bare feet. When he reached home, 
his feet and body were bleeding from 
the lashes and the long trip by foot. 
The men, seven in number, are said 
to have broken down the door of the 


house in order to get their victim. 

Kenny stated that the masked men, 
whose identity still mystify Athens 
police and county officers, threatened 
even worse treatment than that of 
Wednesday night if he did not have 
his sister returned to his home by 
6 o'clock tonight. Kenny told a re- 
ported that he has not asked his sister 
to return as he did not instruct her 
to leave. He has reported the threats 
to police who will guard the home, 
in the hope of preventing further 
trouble from the men, whom Mr. 
Kenny says he believes to be of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The whole affair, 
according to statements made by 
Kenny himself, began Saturday, 
March 11, when he told R. A. Britt, 
then boarding at the home, that he 
would have to leave, whereupon ms 
sister, Nora, declared that if Mr. 
Britt left, she also would leave. Mr. 
Britt left Saturday, and Miss Kenny 
left Sunday. They did not go to the 
same place, however, it is stated. 

Kenny says that one day last week, 
Britt returned to his home and spent 
the night there, sleeping in the kitchen 
and was- apparently drunk. Friends 
of Kenny confirmed his statement. 
Athens police and secret service men 
were notified of the affair early on 
Thursday morning and they began 
work on the case immediately. This 
afternoon, they reported that the 
identity of the men who took Mr. 
Kenny from his home was still un- 
known. Britt was arrested and is be- 
ing held in the city jail. He refuses 
to talk to either officers or reporters 
other than to say he has heard noth- 
ing of the affuir and to admit that 
he boarded with Kenny up until a 
few weeks ago.

ko's history have such heroic efforts 
been made to save a life.

The greatest 
physicians in the middle west sum- 
moned. A special staff of nurses was 
cmployed in the Armour home on Lake 
Shore drive. 

As Gwendolyn’s condition became 
worse city officials were appealed to 
and orders were issued yesterday to 
close all ffic on that section of 
Lake Shore drive. Special police- 
men were stationed all dround the 
neighborhood to prevent noise. The 
homes of Chicogo's richest were cut 
off from traffic communication. 
Along toward midnight last night, 
it became apparent that the fight was 
a losing one, anc the end came with 
the little girl’s father—vice president 
of the Armour & Co.—ten physicians 
Ind six nurses grouped at her bedside.
